consisting of 20,000 picked troops, is 
retiring.

IMACHUNTUN IS TAKEN 


BY THE JAPANESE TODAY. 


London, March 8—Baron Hayashi, 


the Japanese ambassador, received the 
following dispatcj. this morning, 
an- 


nouncing the fall of Machuntun: 


"Our detachment, which has heen 


engaging the enemy's strong forces 
near Machuntun,-dislodged them at 8 
o'clock today, pursuing them 
north- 


wards." 


Machuntun is a great pass, 35 miles 


east of Mukden and fifteen miles south- 
west of JFushu. Its capture gives the 
Japanese" control of the head of the 
valley running to Eushun. 


ISSUE NOT REACHED. 


Desperate Fighting Continues in Vi- 


cinity of Mukden—Kuropatkin's 


- 
Fate in the Balance. 


London, March 8.—For 10 days the 


Japanese and Russian armies in Man- 
churia have been engaged in mighty 
conflict, the issue of which has not 
yet been reached. Although the most 
of the hews from the scenes of the 
battle comes through Russian sources, 
and consequently may be supposed to 
present the facts in as favorable a 
light as .possible for the Russian arms, 
It is" evident that the Japanese made 
feome gains yesterday. St. Petersburg 
has an unofficial xeport that General- 
Kuropatkin's center has been broken 
and that 13 siege guns have fallen 
Into the hands of the Japanese. These 
guns, which are of six and eight-inch 
caliber, were given permanent em- 
placements on the line of the railroad 
north of Shakhe station, the fact evi- 
dencing the confidence of the Rus- 
eians that the Japanese could not pen- 
etrate thither. 


In St, Petersburg it is generally be- 


lieved that General Kuropatkin was 
fighting a rear-guard action to cover 
his retreat toward Tie pass. All of 
the commander-in-chiefs ability, it is 
considered, will be required to extri- 
cate his army from its present predic- 
ament The issue, it is expected, will 
soon be decided, and a great deal un- 
questionably depends upon the com- 
parative ability of the opposing ar- 
mies to resist the effects of hanger 
and fatigue, the limit of human en- 
durance having evidently been nearly 
reached on both sides.

.: Mukden, March 8.—Fighting of the 
fiercest nature, which is likely to de- 
cide the fate of the battle that has 
been in progress for 10 days, began at 
dawn Monday and has continued unin- 
terruptedly up to the present time on 
a front 14 miles long, west of the rail- 
road, and on a line with the Shakhe 
river. The Japanese also have made 
a desperate attack on Bentsiaputze, 
and reports are arriving here that 
fighting was renewed on the extreme 
left ot the Russian army. Both sides 
are fighting with desperation to the 
westward, though the troops are wel 
nigh exhausted. The issue of the hat 
tie may depend largely on the relattn 
pjiysical condition of the rank an< 
file.. In its. main features the comb'a 
is very much like that at Liaoyang 
and if the Russians should be able to 
crush the flanking force, victory maj 
be regarded as won.-The losses in thi 
10 days of battle on both sides a_r< 
already far greater than were the cas 
ualties in the battle of Liaoyang, and 
are likely to increase. 


Beginning at 2 o'clock a. m. the Jap 


anese made a succession of desperate 
attacks on General Tscrpitsky's di 
vision on, the west front, south of 
Mukden, repeating the ass'ault at in 
tervals of two hours with constant re 
inforcements. About 50,000 Japanese 
with 200 pieces" of artillery-partici 
pated. All the attacks were repulsed 
there being .enormous losses on both 
sides. One extremely important posi 
tion changed hands several times 
Finally General Tserpitsky, on horse- 
back, placing himself at the head of 
his troops, led his regiments to the 
Ittack with colors flying and music 
playing. The attack was successful 
After it was over the victorious sol- 
diers crowded around General Tserpit- 
sky, shouting his praises and even 
kissing his hands and feet. The .Rus- 
sians captured several quick-fire guns 
and many Japanese prisoners, includ- 
ing officers. 


It was reported that Major General 


Gerngross of the East Siberian rifles 
toward, evening had taken and held 
Tetchekiad. Here and to the north- 
ward the Russians, many times at- 
tacked by columns and battalions, 
stormed positions with the bayonet 
and without firing a shot. 


Monday night the Japanese attacked

The Russian troops, 
however, with a sbout of "Save our 
dinners, brothers!" fell upon the Jap- 
anese like a hurricane and drove them 
nut of the village at the point of the 
bayonet. A captured Japanese said 
they had nothing to eat since Sunday, 
and that they had been told either to 
capture Russians' dinner or starve.

shops, fire destroyed the plant of the 
American Cereal company, the larges 
of its kind in the world, compris 
ing two entire blocks of brick and 
iron structures. The loss is esti 
mated at $1.500,000, with insurance o 
nearly $1,000,000. Two persons are 
known to have lost their lives in the 
fire. The dead: Joe Hollingsworth 
Pafnell, la.; an unknown man. Hoi 
lingsworth was blown out of the build 
ing into the street by an explosion 
It is feared that several others lost 
their lives. 


The firo started in the hull grinding 


room of one of the elevators, and a 
sheet of flame enveloped that struc- 
ture. In 10 minutes more the flames 
had crossed the avenue to the mill 
group of buildings and the firemen 
were powerless to prevent the spread 
of the flames. The fire burned north 
ward against the wind slowly in the 
mill group, and southward with the 
wind in the elevator group with fear- 
ful rapidity. Five-story brick walls 
crumbled and fell with a roar heard 
many blocks. Clouds of embers were 
driven by a strong wind over an area 
six blocks square, and a large number 
of men with small hose and buckets 
were drenching the roofs of these 
buildings, while in the Vicinity of the 
fire there was an exodus of families 
from dozens of houses.

for help were sent to the river cities 
and smaller towns. 
The cereal mill 


employs in the neighborhood of 800 
men, 
and the loss will be a serious 


blow to the city.

He smoked his pipe for ten 
aiinutes in silence, then they would go 
off to their new home. The Indian wo- 
mcs. are treated as cruel as they used 
to be.

When they 
5rst started the school they had fifty 
nupils, soon they had three hundred.

New York, March S.—The changes 


whicfc are taking place in China in re- 
gard to the attitude of the Chinese 
toward Americans and other foreign- 
ers, is indicated in a remarkable way 
in 
advices 
just received 
from a 


missionary in Cbinan-fu by the Pres- 
byterian Board of Foreign 
Missions, 


recording the acts of the Governor of 
Shantung province. 


This governor is now over sever ty 


.years of age, and his ability and en- 
ergy are shown bv the facts that he 
has within the last two years opened 
a military school, reorganized the po- 
Jfce force of the city, and has 
con- 


structed in its environs several miles 
of macadamized 
road. 
To superin- 


tend these schemes he employed three 
Germans and an. Austrian. 
He has 


also 
established 
a 
factory 
where 


goods such as rugs, silks, 
furniture 


and jinrikshas are now made by mod- 
ern, methods. He has erected a mint 
lor the coinage ot the new currency 
•which, according to recent 
treaties-. 


China must now use. He engaged 
two skilled Japanese to develop 
the 


silk industry of the province by the 
Introduction of fresh 
cocoons 
from 


Japan and a better grade of mulberry 
trees from the 
south, 
also a more 


scientific way of treating tne cocoons. 
He has engaged 
three Japanese 
to 


superintend a large agricultural col- 
lege with over two hundred students. 
A school of forestry 
is 
soon to be 


opened under Japanese supervision. 


Nor is this ' progressive 
Chinese 


Chinese Governor backward in chari- 
table enterprises. He has opened an 
industrial school for the aged and for 
foundlings, and has established in two 
parts of the city, not 
conveniently 


reached by the medical work of the 
Presbyterian Foreign Board, free dis- 
pensaries. In this work he employs' 
a German eye' specialist. But his 
crowning achievement is the recent 
completion, 
after 
eighteen 
months 


work of a plant costing $25,000. for 
the Imperial Shantung College. 
This 


is the institution of which the Rev. 
Dr. W. M. Hayes was formerly presi- 
dent The college is admirably situ- 
ated and has accommodations for COO 
students, with 400 now in attendance. 
A $15,000 plant provides electric light, 
steam, and hot and cold water. In 
addition to an American, 
Mr. Good- 


cell, the Governor has this year added 
to the teaching staff a German of un- 


usual ability as a linguist to teach 
German and French; and an English- 
man to teach chemistry and physics. 
Of lessor note is a normal school un- 
der Japanese teachers. 


The Governor has also opened 
a 


large number of prefeetural and dis- 
trict schools throughout the province. 
Last year he sent fifty students from 
the Normal school to Japan for a nine 
months' 
trip 
of 
observation 
and 


study. 


In his intercourse with foreigners 


the Governor has largely 
shattered 


the exclusive precedents of the past. 
He has officially visited the British 
Commissioner at Wei-h'ai-wai and the 
German Governor of Kiao, chow and 
has received them in return as his 
suests. He has also''received and en- 
tertained the Rev. Dr. Timothy Rich- 
ard, and in the past year has frequent- 
ly entertained the local missionaries 
His attitude toward the Christian re- 
ligion was shown by his request that 
"Dr'. RicllJti'd' shotrtd send 'him .copies 
of the best edition of the New Testa- 
ment in Chinese, in order 
that 
he 


might plate a cony ill the hands of 
each official of'the Province. 


The Shantung Province contains 28,- 


000,000 people, and th'e atitude of its 
excellent Governor, 
Chou-fu, toward 


western' civilization r and Christianity 
is noteworthy, not only for the good 
IIP has done .in the jjrovince and it 
immediate effect on the people under

TOOK POISON 


ANGERED AT THE ACTION OF HER 


HUSBAND 


Husband and a Woman Representing 


Herself as Mrs. White Say That it 


Was for Toothache. 


Mrs. Edith White, wife of Samuel 


White, the proprietor ot the "North 
Pole" saloon on'Beoch stieet, who 
was reported to have attempted sui- 
cide by carbolic acid on Saturday ev- 
ening, is now out ot danger, and Is able 
to be around. The young woman, who 
is only 10 years old, was said to have 
been jealous of her husband, and swal- 
lowed the deadly poison, but did not 
get enough to more than burn the 
throat and mouth, so that her condi- 
tion at no time was precarious. 


Mr. White was seen at his place of
